World Insurance Agilent War 


ny 

Nearly five years huve passed since the signing of. the Armistice put an 
end to actual hostilities in the Great War, to be followed the following year 
by the Peace Treaty and thé creation of the League of Nations with its coven- 
ant designed to bring about the peaceable settlement of future disputes be- 
tween nations. Yet the Allied armies are still in occupation of German soil 
and ‘within the year the French and Belgian forces have penetrated further 
into Germany in an effort to compel recognition and payment of reparations. 

Feeling between France and Germany is today possibly even more bitter 
than it was on the day the bugles sounded “cease fire.” ‘ France, still fearing 
future Gernian aggression, Is. determined to further cripple her traditional 
enemy and thereby provide an adequate safeguard against any recurrence of 
the horrors aff devastation through which she passed between August, 1914, 
and November, 1918. Germany continues sullen and refuses to pay, insist- 
ing upon financial inability to do so. : 

Russia remains a menace to the peace ef the world, distrusted by all na- 
tions and distrustful of all. Turkey defeated in the war, emerges triumphant 
from the peace conferences because of jealousies and conflicting interests 
among the nations allied in the war. Suspicions are rife among all the Bal- 
kan states, each one more or less fearful of the other, each seemingly await- 
ing an opportunity to wrest from the-other territory which they covet or claim 
rightfully belongs to them. ‘ 

The United States, whose representatives palyed a foremost part in bring- 
ing the League of Nations into existence and in framing its covenant, refuses 
to liave anything to do with it and stands aloof in so-called splendid isolation 

_ from the entanglements which they fear would result from participation in 
the task of endeavoring to-bring order out of the chaos in Burope. Mean- 
while, economic ruin stares country after country in the face, national curren 
cies haye lost their value, world trade is handicapped, resulting “in millions 
of unermployed in Great Britain, the sanest of all European Powers. . 

. And now because the Italian members of a commission engaged in fixing 
an A%banian boundary line are assassinated, it is alleged by Greeks, the Italian 
Government serves an ultimatum on Greece, even before it is established 
that Greeks were responsible for the outrage, which is reminiscent of Aus- 
tria’s ultimatum to Serbia which precipitated the Great War, and because 
Greece does not immediately comply with all the terms of the Italian demands, 
Italy proceeds to bombard a Greek island and take possession of it, and, al 
though a member of the League of Nations, practically repudiates her signa- 
tire to the covenant and declares she will withdraw from the League if it 
seeks to interfere in the dispute which has arisen with Greece. 

Of what: value is Italy, or any country, as a member of the League if {t 
remains free to make war on another member? And yet the League of Na- 
tions offers the only hope to the world that, just as soon as it feels stron; 
enough to do so, some nation will not again piunge the world into the horrors 
of another Great War, and one which in its magnitude and slaughter would 
far surpass the one through which mankind has so recently emerged and 
which all but destroyed civilization itself. \: : 

Canadians sometimes ask themselves why they should be taxed. to main- 
tain the Leagu® of Nations, and why prominent British and Canadian states; 
men should busy themselves. travelling over the world lecturing on behalf of 
the League and encouraging the formation of branches of the League of Na- 
tions Society. But surely if one only stops to think a moment it will be 
realized that the League, imperfect though it may be, offers the only insur- 
ance against war, and if there is any insurance worth while it is protection 
against, war. i 5 : 

Italy’s attitude only serves to emphasize the importance of organizing 
public opinion the world over in support of the ‘League. Public opinion 
makes and unmakes Governments, even where autocracles seem all powerful,

Few Rented Farms in Canada

Judging from the small turn- 
out at the meeting last Monday 
evening in the interest of the 
prohibition movement, it is quite 
evident that very little interest is 
being taken as yet in the plebis- 
cite which will be taken on the 
liquor question on the Fifth of 
next month, 

The interest may liven up 
some as the date draws nearer, 
but is one thing, however, which 
should be attended to at once, 
otherwise there will be a number 
of disappointed people when the 
voting day arrives. That is the 
matter of registering so that 
yodr name will be on the voters’ 
list as a qualified voter. The 
qualifications to vote on this 
plebiscite are the same as voting 
for a member of the legislature. 
That is to be a British subject of 
the full age of 21 years, (male -r 
female) ; to have resided for one 
year in this province and three 
months in this constituency. 
Those who were on the voters’ 
list for this constituency for the 
last provincial election do not 
need to again register, although 
it would be playing safe to con- 
sult the registrar and see that 
your name is still there. 

The registration applies more 
particularily to those who have 
recently come to this distrist and 
those llho may have become of 
age since the last list was com- 
piled, some two years ago. It is 
necessary that all such should re- 
gister now if they wish to record 
their votes and have them count 
on Nov. 5th, the-day the vote is 
taken. . 

Mr. Wm. Henderson, sr., is the 
register for Redcliff. He may 
be seen any time during offi-e 
hours for the purpose of receiv- 
ing names to be added to the list. 
This should be attended to by ull 
concerned at once.

ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT 


The report of the curator ap- 
pointed to investigate the Home 
Bank affairs has not only result- 
ed in the arrest of the directors 
of the bank, but appears to have 
had effect of making the depos | 
ors throughout Canada more de- 
termined than ever to push the 
investigation through to a finish. 
Heads of both the Ontario and 
federal governments have been 
beseiged with delegations from 
all quarters, all of whom have 
been strong with their strong 
with their demands for redress 
and immediate changes in the 
Bank Act. | 

There is no doubt that events 
which have taken place in sme 

_of our financial instituticns in 
the past year have considerably 
shaken the confidence of the zeu- 
eral public in our banking sys- 
tem generally. While there is 
no doubt that there is mich un- 
necessarily alarm from some 
quarters, yet it cannot he denied 
that there is still much reom for 
improvement in our banking sys- 
tem. It is argued that our sys- 
tem is all right but that the fault 
lies with the officials for banks. 
It would appear, however, that 
any system which makes it pos- 
sible for bank officials to put an 
institution into the shape which 
the defunct Home Bank now 
finds itself, is badly in need of 
revising. Since the collapse of 
the Home Bank, under the cir- 
cumstances, was inevitable, it is 
too bad it didn't happen just 
about the time the Bank Act was 
under discussion during ‘the last 
session of parliament, when we

The Patronage — | _ivestock In Alberta 
System! Valuable Experiments in. Breeding, 


— Feeding and Raising, Conducted 
ey at Lacombe 

The information given in the report 
for 1922 of the Superintendent of the 
Dominion Expérimental Station at 
Lacombe, Alberta, should prove in- 
valuable to the farmers of the proy- 
ince and, of course, especially to those 
in the central part. Minute in detail, 
the contents of the ‘hundred and 
twelve pages of which the report con- 
sists cover every branch. of farming 

racticed in that section of the coun- 

try. At the station there is a beef 
herd of cattle comprising 84 head of 
Aberdeen Angus, 71 of which are pure- 
bred, and of which particulars are giy- 
en of feeding and cost of raising in 
winter and in summer, There is also, 
a dairy herd of 66 Holsteins, of which 
44 are pure-bred and of which the ree- 
ords are given in detail of yield, cost 
and profit. The high character of the 
dairy herd is demonstrated by the fact 
that ten of the cows averaged last year 
16,737.9 Ibs, of milk and 540.1 Ibs. of 
fat per cow. In this. connection it 
should be mentioned that. particulars 
are given of thé dairy manufacturing 
conducted at the station. 

Of sheep there were at the station 
last year a flock of 836 head, including 
Cheviots; Leicesters, Hampshirés, Ox- 
fords, Shropshires and Corriedales, 
‘with which grading-up, feeding, meth- 
ods of raising and other instructive 
experiments were tried. 

Ot swine there are ‘Yorkshires, 
Duroc Jersey and Berkshires, and last 
year 80 litters were farrowed, of which 
51 were spring litters farrowed before 
July 1 and 29 fall litters after that 
date, Details are given of prolificacy 
and of feeding experiments with grow- 
ing hogs, of weaned hogs and of fat- 
tening with peas as compared with 
barley; of a breed test, Yorkshires ys. 
Berkshires vs. Duro Jerseys; of sum- 
mer pasturing for hogs, which plays 
an important role in the Alberta hog 
industry, and of the comparative cost 
and profit of fall and spring litters. 
The superintendent explains that it is 
planned to feature one branch of live- 
stock each year at the station and 
that last year hogs were featured. He 
also remarks that the establishing of 
af grading system has focussed atten- 
tion upon the bacon nog, and that 
consequently the Yorkshire breed 
came to the fore more last year than 
at any other time at the station. 

Experiments in field husbandry, in 
horticulture, in floriculture, in cereal 
cultivation, in- tests of varieties, in 
the growing of forage crops, field roots 
and hay crops,«and in poultry raising, 
in egg productfon, and in the care of 
bees are recorded in report -with 
equal thoroughness. 

Ants Have Sense Of Smell 
By This Means They Recognize 
Members of Own Species 

Ants are said to be both blind and 
deaf, but none is known to be destl- 
tute of the sense of smell. The olfac- 
tory organs are little sensitive pits in 
the antenne. It its evidently by 
means of their smell that ants recog- 
nize the members of their own nest, 
and those of other species which they 
treat *as enemies, says the Detroit 
News. 

However, certain species of ants are 
evidently not deaf, because they are 
capable of producing sounds. which 
must be heard by others of their own 
kind. One species has a _ filelike 
sound-producing apparatus on the ab- 
dominal segment. Another ant of 
this group is provided with a stridu- 
Jating file, and in another ant there is 
a stridulating organ consisting of a 
band of very fine gpised lineg on the 
second segment behind the node. 
Other ants tap on the surface of a Jeal 
with their heads, producing a sound 
audible to human ears, as does an- 
other species py scraping the end of 
its abdomen on the dry leaves of its 
nest. m 


Condemned As Gnwerthy of 
Invelligent ‘Nation or Party

One of the worst enemies of the true 
and honest functioning of democracy 
is the patronage system and its con- 
sequences, “To the victors belong 
the spells” and “only loyal party 
friends can be appointed to office or 
be given contracts” are its principles.

The mere statement of the practice 
is sufficient to condemn it as un- 
worthy of any intelligent nation or 
party. According to it if a contract 
is to be let only partizans of the gov- 
ernment need apply. A tenderer of 
another stripe may put in a lower 
tender, may be thoroughly trustworthy 
in character and financial standing, 
but his tender will not be accepted. 
Contracts are let in the interests of 
the party in power not of the peeple. 
If a civil servant is to be appointed 
the same principle or practice holds. 
Not merit or qualifications but party 
loyalty gets the appointment. It. was 
common also for the incoming govern- 
ment to dismiss many appointees of its 
predecessor to make way for plum- 
hunting followers of its own. Some- 
times an ouigoing government would 
appoint its own partizans to offices by 
way of reward. for party loyalty, thus 
giving warrant or oceasion for dis- 
missals later, In one or more cases 
a governor has refused to sanction 
appointments of this kind. 

This indefensible patronage system 
was the subject of hot debate for 
many years. The opposition party 
filled with “righteous indigna- 
tion” at the patronage of the govern- 
ment of the day and clamored loudly 


when each | succeeding opposition 
canie inlo power its followers, greedy 
for spoils, would not hear.of the dis- 
‘continuance of the system. It was 
only when in the new atmosphere the 
war created a Union Government was 
in power that it became possible by 
Act of Parliament to abolish the sys- 
tem and substitute therefor the letting 
of contracts to the lowest worthy 
tenderer in open competition, the buy- 
ing of supplies by an independent pur- 
chasing commission and the control 
of appointment and promotions in the 
Sivil-Service by an independent Com- 
‘nilssion. Though there has since 
been agilation in and out of Parlia- 
ment to return to the old shameless 
system, no party has yet been willing 
to take the réspénsibility of yielding 
te this outcry of officeseekers and 
their friends.

‘tice still prevails to some extent. 

In the Federal sphere too there are 
appointments that are not: controlled 
by the Civil Service Commission.

The Union Government's appointees 
ot course were mixed. Each new 
party Government coming into power 
finds the Senate predominantly of the 
opposite party stripe and suffers con- 
siderable inconvenience in  conse- 
quence in getting legislation through 
Parliament, the Senate’s consent being 
essential under the constitution. That, 
however, is not the most serious con- 
sequence of party appointments to so 
powerful # body; A considerable 
number of men of inferior quality re- 
ceive appointments under such a sys 
tem. Will any party government

Many Hundreds Expecimented With 
By Dominion Experimental 
Farms

grain. All these experiments are un 
der the control of, and results are re 
ported to, the Cereal. Division in. Ot- 


tawa, of which Mr. L. H. Newman, for 
merly secretary of the Canadian Seed 


Growers’ Association, is now chief, as 
Dominion: Cerealist In his report 
for th® year 1922, just issued, Mr 


Newman gives in tabular form statis 
tics embracing the days of ripening, 
humber of days maturing, 
length of straw * including 
strength of siraw on 
points, yleld of grain per. acre, 
weight per measured bushel, after 
cleaning, of eighty-four varieties of 
spring wheat, of four varieties of em- 
ner and spelt, of thirty-two varieties 
Of oats, of eighiy-four varieties 
field peas, of twelve varieties of field 
beans, of one hundred and _ thirteen 
varieties of flax, tested for seed pro 
duction—~all on the Central Farm at 
Ottawa. In addition, thirteen varie

Further experiments were carried 
on in the ‘control of smut in hulless 
oats from which it would appear that 
immersion of the grain for fifteen 
minutes in water at a temperature of 
122 degrees to 124 degrees F., and the 
washing of grain, were beneficial, that 
heavy clay soil and shallow sowing 
were to be preferred, at least so far as 
the experiments, which are being con- 
tinued, have ‘ goné. The free dis- 
tribution comprised 15,676 samples of 
seed grain.

Gold is considered the most perman- 
ent of the fillings. There are two 
ways of using gold; one is by mallet- 
ing pure gold fol! into the cavity and 
thus making the filling in the tooth 
that it is to protect, and the other way 
is to make the filling outside the 
mouth from a very aceurate wax pat- 
tern of the cavity. This ts the most 
modern method and is called an inlay.

The roots of the plant dig 
deeply into the soil in thelr pot and 
spread themselves.in every direction, 
Thelr mission is to collect water, 
which is pumped up into stem, leaves, 
and flowers by means of a mechanism 
more efficient than anything the en 
gineer has been able to design. When 
Mt reaches the foliage this moisture is 
given off into the atmosphere, which 
it makes fresh and cool. A single 
plant may give off into the alr from a 
pint to a quart of water in twenty-four 
hours. Plants also serve to keep the 
alr pure, We take in oxygen from 
the alr and breathe our carbonic, acid 
gas. Plants, however, take in this 
gas and give out oxygen, .
